SPONTANEOUS GENERATION. 


Tue study of the microscopic composi- 


tion of the air Was some time ago taken 


up by M. Pastenr of Paris, who employed 


an aspirator, and caused the external air 


to pass through a small roll of gun-cotton, 
which arrests some of the corpuscles of 
the air. By dissolving the cotton ina 
small tube in a mixture of alcohol and 
ether, and allowing it to rest for twenty- 
four hours, all the dust is collected at the 
bottom of the tube, where it may easily 


be washed without foss, by decantation.

After some ingenious manipulations, Pas: 
teur recognized the presence, constantly, 
in common air, of corpuscles, whose form 
and structure showed that they were 
organized. Like Pouchet, be recognized 
among the corpuscles, grains of starch, 
but in comparatively a very small number. 
It was easy to make perfectly sure of this 
by agitating the particles obteined from 
the air in a drop of concentrated sulphuric 
acid. The starch grains were dissolved 
in a few seconds, while most of the other 
corpuscles were in no wayn as to 
form or volume. Many resse, even for 
several days, the action of concentrated 
sulphuric acid. From this, and similar 
proofs, it is evident that the size of the 
bodies, which, at all seasons of the year, 
are iu the dust suspended in the air, are 
organized corpuscles. When pleced in 
contact with a suitable liquid, even in an 
atmosphere perfectly inactive, these cor- 
puscles give rise to various productions— 
the bacterium termo and several mucedineae, 
all of which are produced precisely within 
the same period of time as when the liquid 
is exposed to free air. The ingenious 
experiments by which these points are 
proved, also show that in the air there is 
nothing, except its dust, that can be con- 
sidered as the source of organization. 


Oxygen does not originate life; it only | 
operates as a means of supporting the 


life furnished by germs, Neither gas, 
fluid, electricity, magnetism, ozone, things 
known or things auknown, which mingle 


with the air—nothing save the gerins 
which it carries floating in it can be con- 


sidered a source of life.

Peat is 
vegetable matter on the way to become 
soft coal, which, undergoing still further 
changes, becomes hard coal. The shapes 
of great trees, of a size almost unknown 
on the earth at present, have beeu traced 
out in the coal-beds with great certainty.

This is one instance: a 
fossil trunk was found near Bonn, which 
had 792 annular rings, showing that the 
tree which bad been thus turned into coal 
was nearly eight hundred years old.
